Across the Danube, the Save and 
the Drina rivers the G erm ans and Atis 
trians have sent 400,000 men in an 
attem p t to crush the Servians aud cut 
their way through the kingdom and 
eftect a junction with Bulgaria, with 
the object of reaching Constantinople 
and giving aid to tile Turkish forces 
on the Gallipoli peninsula. 
Along the- Servo-Bulgarian frontier, 
or scattered at strategic points, arc 
several hundred thousand 
Bulgarian 
troops, while farther to the southeast, 
behind the T chatalja line, the T urks 
also may have strong reserves ready 
to lie thrown into battle. 
T h e British and French forces land 
ed at Saloniki 
are already 
well on 
their way along tile railway running 
north from Saloniki to Nish, the Sur 
Alan war capital, u distance of about 
250 miles, to aid the Seres, whether 
it he agsinst the Austro-Germans or 
the Bulgarians.

The T urks announce th a t one of 
three allied torpedo boats which ap 
peered off Gereves I)ere, inside the 
Dardanelles, was set on fire by the 
guns of the Turks* Asiatic batterie 
and th a t the boats then retired.

hundred millions a year. 
Canada in one year lias reversed her 
trade balance and exports surpassed 
imports, he said. 
"We are growing richer despite the 
war,’’ the minister added, ‘‘and will bo 
able to finance our war expenditures 
and later, atter the war. our domestic 
enterprise*.” 
“ We are now in a position, after a 
year of war,” .Minister White said in 
conclusion, ‘‘to go ah cud and raise a 
considerable amount of our own ex­ 
penditures at home 
You will shortly 
have an opportunity of subscribing for 
a Canadian war loan." 
It is stated in financial circles that 
the Canadian loan will be $50,UUP,(Hat 
at 5 per cent.

King Constantine, apparently, has quite 
decided 
that 
Greece 
shall not begin hostilities a g a in st the Teuton powers. 
He has also 
concluded, apparently, that because Serbia offered to cede te rri­ 
tory to Bulgaria, Greece is released from her treaty pledge to go 
to Serbia’s assistance in the event of a Serbo-Bulgarian war. If 
a coalition premier can be found who will support the king and 
who, in turn, can command the support of parliam ent, Greece will 
remain neutral unless Bulgaria begins an 
offensive 
campaign 
against her. 
It is u n li k e ly (b a t the Bulgars will attack Greece. 
Such an act 
would lie contrary to the aims of the Teutons, who want to pre­ 
vent Greek aid being given to th e q u a d r u p l e entente. 
Bulgaria, 
too, in all probability, will have enough to do to operate against 
Serbia alone. 
If Greece, therefore, Is left alone by Bulgaria, and 
if King C o n s t a n t i n e is able to work his will with the Athens par­ 
li a m e n t , the peculiar situation which has arisen through the land­ 
ing of Allied troops on Greek soil may become one of danger. 
For the moment, there is much mystery concerning these troops. 
It is certain th at a French arm y disembarked, but there is no 
certainty that a British force has landed as well. 
There 
have 
been veiled suggestions, in fact, th a t the Paris and London gov­ 
ernments arc not in complete accord concerning the advisability 
of violating Greece’s neutrality. 
Serious danger for the Allies ex­ 
ists in the possibility that the new Greek m inistry may actively 
interfere with the use of Greece as a base of 
operations 
against 
Bulgaria and tile Teutons. 
The Allies could not attem pt to fight their way through Greece 
lf this were to happen. 
It is possible, therefore, that after the 
French troops now marching through Greece to Serbia reach their 
destination, t hey may tee: cut off through the* positive refusal of 
Greece to allow supplies to be- forw arded to them. 
The situation 
might thus become precarious. 
The; 
AUie-s 
undoubtedly 
have 
pinned the-ir faith to M. Ve-nizelos. 
lf he is able to force his way 
back to power, all may yet be well with the quadruple entente, 
hut for the moment it appeals as if too much 
confidence 
had 
been placed In the fallen premier. 


Unique Labor War 
Now in FuSi Swing 


The leforestation of state lands 
is a problem that is taxing the ener­ 
gies of those having charge of this 
branch of the state service, and it is 
a matter of much importance to fu­ 
ture generations. 
The state auditor 
has devised a plan of branding all 
pine trees on state land less than 
eight inche*s in diameter at a point 
24 feet from the ground with the let­ 
ter ”S.’’ 
This will indicate that the 
tim ber belongs to the state and must 
not be cut even when the state sells 
the other tim ber surrounding them. 
This plan will come before the timber 
hoard and if it is found that the state 
ha* a right to say what timber may 
and what may not he cut it will be 
adopted. 
The growing scarcity of 
tim ber makes it a m atter of necessity 
to protect and advance the growth of 
young trees on the large tract* of 
land belonging to the state and to
